Divine Worſhip , and the 
Rites, and Ceremonies appointed to be 
uſed therein, being things in their own 
nature indifferent, and alterable, and ſo 
acknorledged ; it is but reaſonable, that 
upon weighty and important conſuderati- 
ons, according to the various exigency of 
times and occaſ;ons, ſuch changes and alte- 
rations ſbould be made therein, as to thoſe 
that are in place of Authority ſhoul from 
time to time ſeem either neceſſary or exye- 
dients. Accordingly we finde, that in the 
Rezgns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed me- 
mory ſence the Reformation, the Church, 
upon juſt and weighty conſiderations Her 
thereunto, moving, hath yielled to make 
ſuch alterations in ſome particulars , as 
2n their refpeFive times were thought con - 
venient : Tet ſo, as that the main Body and 
Eſſentials of it ( as well in the chiefeſt 
materials, as in the frame and order there- 
of ) have ſtill continued the ſame unto this 
day, ard do yet ſtand firm and unſþaken, 
notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and 
impetuous aſſuults made againſt it , by 
fuch men as are given. 10 change, and have 
alwayes diſcovered a greater res2rd4 to 
their own private fancies and intereſts, 
then to that duty they owe to the Fublick. 
; By what undunyneatts, and for what m1- 
Kebievout purpoſes the uſe of the Liturgy 


and thoſe Laws never yet repealed ) camey 
during the late unhappy conjfufions, to be 
diſcontinued, i4 too well known to the 
World, and we are not willing here to yes, 
member. But when upon his Maijeſtieg 
happy Reſtauration it ſeemed probable, 
that amongſt other things, the uſe of the- 
Liturgy alſo would return of courſe ( the 
ume having never been legally aboltfhed ). 
unleſs ſome timely means were uſed to pre=, 
vent its thoſe men who under the late uw 
furped powers had made it a great part of 
their buſineſs to render the people diſaffet=, 
ed thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point -of* 
reputation and S_ concerned ( unleſs 
they would freely acknowledge thempelves: 
to have erred, which ſuch men ave very 
hardly brought to do) with their utmoſt en= 
deavours to hinder the reſtitution thereofs. 
In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were 
publiſhed againſt the Book, of Common= 
Prayer, the cld Objetions muſtered up, 
with the addition: of ſom? new ones more 
than formerly had been male ,, to make 
the number ſwell, 1n fine, great impartu= 
nities were uſe4 to Hy Sacred Mieſty .. 
that the ſaid Book, maghtt be reviſed, an 
ſuch Alterations therein , and Additions 
thereunto made, as ſhould be . thought re= 
quiſite for the eaſe of tender. Conſeiences2 
Wrereunto Hu Majeſty out of His, pious: [n= 
clination to give ſatisja#ion ( ſo: far as 
could be reaſonably expefied ) to all His. 
Subjeits of what perſwaſion ſoever, did. 
gracionſly condgſcend, DEN: 
In which Review we have endeavonye 
ed to obſerve the liks Moderation, as we 
find to have been uſed in the like caſe ir: 
former times. And therefore of the ſundry 
Alterations prop*ſ-d #nto Mi, we have Yee 
Jetted all ſuch as were either of dangerous 
conſequence (as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome: 
eſta: lijhed Do@&rine,. or laudable Prafice 
of the Church of England, or indeed of the.

W to 7 Not enforced ſo to do by any ſtrength 
of Argument, convincing us of the neceſſi- 
ty of making the ſji4 Alterations : For 
we are fully perſwaJed in our judgements 
C and we here profeſs it to the world) that 
the Book,, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by 
EL 1w, doth not contain in it any thing con- 
trary to the Wird of God, or to ſound Do- 
EFrine, or which 42 godly man may not with 
o_— conſcience uſe and ſubmit unto, or 
which 3s not fairly defenſible againſt any 
that ſhall oppoſe the ſame; if it ſhall te 
allowed ſuch juſt and favourible conſtru- 
"From as in common equity ought to te 
allowed to all Humane Writings, eſpecial- 
ly ſuch as are ſet forth by Authcrity, and 
even to the very Leſt Tranſlations of the 
holy Scripture it ſelf. 
. Our general aim therefore in this under- 
' Faking was, not 10 gratifie this or that par- 
ty in any their unreaſonable demands; Uut 
to do that which to our beſt underſtandings 
we conceived might moſt tend to the preſer- 
vation of Peace and Unity in the Church ; 
the procuring of Reverence, and exciting 
of Prety and Devotion in the publick 
Worſhip of God; an4 the cutting off occa- 
ſion from them that ſeek, occaſyon of cavil, 
or quarrel again it theLiturgy of theChurch. 
And as to the ſeveral variations from the 
former Book, whether by Alteration, Ad- 
dition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice to give 
this general account, That moſt of the Alte» 
rations were made, either firſt, for the 
better diretion of them that are to officiate 
in any part of Divine Service, which is 
chiefly done in the Kalendars and Ru- 
bricks : Or ſecondly, for the more proper 
expreſſing, of ſome words or phraſes of an: 
crent uſage, in terms more ſuitable to the 
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er explanationtof ſoms other "words "and 
phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſigni» 
fication, or otherwiſe liable to miſconſtru- 
tion : Or thirdly, for « more perfe&t ren- 
dring of ſuch portzons of holy Scripture, 
as are inſerted into the Liturgys which, 
in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpectally, an4 
in ſundry other places are now ordered to 
Le real according to the laſk Tranſlation : 
and that it was theught convenient, thad 
Some Prayers and gy fitted yo 
ſpecial occaſiuns, ſhould 'be a 
e places; particularly' for thoſe at Sea, 
together with an Office for the Baptiſm" of 
fuch as are of riper years which,althongh 
not ſo neceſſary when the former Book was 
compiled, yet by the growth of Anabap tifm, 
through the licentioufneſs of the late times 
crept in amongſt us, is now become neceſſa- 
ry, and may be always uſeful for the Bap« 
tizing of Natives in our Plantations, and 
others converted to the Faith, Tf any man, 
who ſhall deſire a more particular account 
of the ſeveral alteration#1in any part of the 
Liturgy, ſpall take the pains to compare the 
preſent Book with the former; we doubt 
not but the reaſon of tke ckange may eaſziy 
appear. : 
And having thus endeavoured to diſ- 
charge our duties in this weighty affair, 
as in the ſight of God, and to approve onr 
ſincerity therein (ſo far as lay in us) to 


the conſcrences of ail men ;, although we |. 


know it impoſſible (in ſuch variety of 
apprehenſ;ons, humours, and intereſts, as 
are in the world) to pleaſe all; nor can 
expett that men of fattious, peeviſh, and 
perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſat15fied with any 
thing that can be done m this kind by any 
other than themſelves: Tet we have gocd 
hope, that what 15 here preſented, and hath 
been Ly the Convocations of both Provinces 
with great diligence examined and appro- 
ved, will be aljo well accepted, and ap- 


proved by all ſober, peaceaile, and truly | 


conſcientious jons of the Church of Eng- 
land.

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q Concerning the Service of the CHURCH. 


Here was never any thing by 
the wit of man ſo well deviſed, 
or ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which, in conti- 
mance of time, hath not been cor- 
rupted : As, among other things, it 
may plainly appear by the- Common 
Prayers in the Church , commonly 
called Divine Service. The firſt ori- 
ginal and ground whercof if a man 
would ſearch out by the ancient Fa- 
thers , he ſhall find, that the ſame 
was not ordained, but of a good pur- 
poſe, and for a great advancement of 
godlinels, For they ſo ordered thc 
matter, that all the whole Bible, (or 
the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould be 
read over once every year 3 intending 
thereby, that the Clergy, and eſpeci- 
ally ſuch as were Miniſters in the 
Congregation, ſhould (by often read- 
Ing, and meditation in Gods word) 
be Rirred up to godlineſs themſelves, 
and be more able to exhort others by 
wholſom dofrine , and to confute 
them that were Adverſariecs to the 
truth 3 and further, that the people 
(by daily hearing of holy Scripture 
read in the Church) might continu- 
ally profit more and more in the 
knowledge of God, and be the more 
inflamed with the love of his true Re- 
ligion, | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this 
odly and decent Order of the ancient 
Fathers hath been ſo altercd, broken 
and negleQed, by planting in uncer- 
tain Stories, and Legends, with mul- 
titude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Re- 
petitions, Commemorations, and Sy- 
nodals 3 that commonly, when auy 


Book of the Bible was begun, after 
three or four Chapters were read our, 
all the reſt were unread. And in this 
ſart the Book of Iſaiah was begun in 
Advent, and the Book of Gencſis in 
Septuageſima ; but they wete only be- 
Bun, and never read thorough 3 After 
ike ſort were other Books of holy 
Scripture uſed, And moreoverz wheres 
as Saint Paul would have ſuch lan- 
guage ſpoken to the people in the 
Church, as they might underitand 
and have profit by hearing the ſame 5 
The Service in this Church of Eng- 
land theſe many years, hath been read 
in Latin to the people , Which they 
underſtand not 3 ſo that they have 
heard with their ears' only, and their 
heart, ſpirit , and minde have not 
been eatfied thereby. And furthe= 
more, notwithitanding that the anci- 
ent Fathers have divided the Pſalms 
into ſeven Portions , whereof every 
one 'was called a Nofurn : Now of 
late rime, a few of them have been 
daily ſaid , and the reſt utterly omits 
ted. Moreover , the number and 
hardneſs of the Rules called the Pzz, 
and the manifold changings of the 
Service was the caule, rthar ro tur 
the Book only was ſo hard and intri- 
cate a matter, that many times there 
was more bulineſts ro finde out 
what ſhould be read , then to 
read it when it was found our. 
Theſe inconveniences therefore 
conſidered , here is ſet forth ſuch an 
Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be re- 
dreſled. And for a readineſs in this 
matter, here iS drawn out a Kalender 
CE ___ for 


for that payers which is plain and 
caſte to be underſtood ; wherein (fo 
| much may as may be). the reading 
| of holy Scripture is ſo jet forth, that 
| all things ſhall be done in order,with- 
| out breaking one picce from another, 
| For this cauſe be cur off Anthems, 
Reſponds, Invitatories, and {uch like 
| things as aid break the continual 
| courle of the reading of the Scripture. 
| Yet,becauſe there is no remedy, bur 
that of neccſlity there muſt be ſome 
Rules; therefore certain Rules are here 
ſet forth 3 which, as they are few in 
number, ſo they are plain and cafic to 
be underſtood. So that here you have 
an Order for Prayer; and for the read- 
ing of the holy Scripture, much agree- 
ablc to the mind and purpoſe of the 
old: Fathers, and a great deal more 
profitable and commodious, than that 
which of late was uſed. It is more prc- 
fitable, becauſe here are left out many 
* things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome 
uncertain,ſome vain and ſuperſtitious, 
and nothing is ordained to be read, 
but the very pure word of God, the 
holy Scriptures , or that which is a- 
oreeable to the ſame 3 and that in ſuch 
2 language and order, as is moſt caſic 
and plain for the underſtanding both

It is alſc 
more commodious,both for the ſhort= 
neſs thercof, and for the plainneſs of 
the Order , and for that the Rules be 
few and caſte, 


And whereas heretofore there hath 


been great diverſity in ſaying & fing- 
ing in Churches within this Realm ; 
ſome following Salibury Uſe , ſome 
Hereford Uſe, and fomt the Uſe of 
Bangor, ſome of Tork, ſome of Lin- 
coln ; now from henceforth all the 
whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 


And for-as much as nothing can 


be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may 
arile in the uſe and praCtice' of the 
ſame 3 to appeaſe all ſuch diverſity 
(if any ariſe) and for the reſolution 
of all doubts, concerning the manner 
how to underſtand, do, and execute 
the things contained im this Book 5 
the parties' that ſo doubt, or diverſly 


take any thing , ſhall alway reſort to 


the Biſhop of the Dioceſe , who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take order for the 
quicting and appeaſing of the ſame 3 
lo that the ſame order be not contrary 
to any thing contained in this Book. 
And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſe be 
in doubt, then he may ſend for thy 


reſolution thereof to the Archbiſhop:

F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed 

in the Church , and have had 
their beginning by the Inſtitution of 
man, ſome at the firſt were of. godly 
intent and purpoſe deviſed , and yet 
at length turned to vanity and ſuper- 
ſtition.: Someentred into the Church 
by undiſcreet devotion , and ſuch a 
zeal as was without knowledge ; and 
for becauſe they were winked at 1n the 
beginning, they grew daily to more 
and more abuſes, which not onely 
for their unprofitableneſs , bur alſo 
becaiiſe they have much blinded the 
people,and obſcured the glory of God, 
are worthy to be cut away, and clean 
rejeted : Other there be, which al- 
though they have been deviſed by man, 
yet it is thought 200d to reſerve them 
ſill, as well for a decent order in the 
Church (for the which they were firſt 
deviſed ) as becauſe they pertain to 


edification, whereunto all things done. 


in the Church (as the Apoſtle tcach- 
eth) ought to be referred. 

And although the keeping or omit- 
ting of a Ceremony, in it {lf conft- 
dered, is but a ſmall thing 3 yet the 
wilful and contemptuous tranſgr-flt- 
on and breaking of a common order 
and diſcipline, is no ſmall offence be- 
fore God. Let all things be done 
among you ( ſaith Saint Paul) ina 
ſeemly and due order ; The appoint- 
ment of the which order pertaineth 
Not to private men 3 thereforeno man 
ought to take in hand , oc preſume to 
appoint or alter any publick or com- 


mon Order in Chriſts Church,except 
he be lawfully called and authorized 
thereunto. 

And whereas inthis our time, the 
minds of mcn are ſo divers, that ſome 
think it a great marter of conſcience 
to depart from a piece of the lcalt of 
their Ceremonies, they be ſo addi&- 
ed to their old cuſtoms 3 and again on 
the other ſide, ſome be {o new fangled, 
that! they would innovate all things, 
and fo delpiſe the old , that nothing; 
can like them, bur that is new : It was, 
thoughr expedient not fo much to. 
have reſpe& how to pleaſe and ſatishe. 
either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe 
God, and profit them both. And yet. 
leſt any man ſhould be offended, 
whom good reaſon might ſatisfie, here 
be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of 
the accuſtomed Ceremonics be put - 
away , and ſome retained and kept- 
{till, | 

Some are put away, becaule the 
ereat exceſs and multitude of them 
hath ſo increaſed in thele latter days, 
that the burthen of them was intolc- 
rable 3 whereof Saint Auguſtine in 
his time complained that they were 
o!10wn to ſuch a number, that the 
eltare of Chriſtian people was in 
worſe caſe concerning hos matter,rken 
were the Jews. And he counſclled, 
that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be 
taken away,as time woult terve quiet- 
ly to do it, Burt what wauld Saint Aus 


guſtine have ſaid, if he had, ſeen the 


Ceremonies of late days uſed ameng 
B us ; 


vs; whereunto the multitude uſed in 
his time was not to be compate.1? This 
our exceflive multitude of Ceremonies 
was ſo great, and many of them ſo 
dark , that they did more confound 
and darken, than declare and fet forth 
Chriſts benefits unto us. And beſides 
this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a ceremo- 
nial Law (as mich of Moſes Law 
was)but it is a Religion to ſerve God, 
not in bondage of the figure or ſha- 
dow, but in the freedom of the ſpirit 3 
being content onely with thoſe Cere- 
moni:s which do ſcrye to a decent 
Order, and godly Diſcipline , and 
{uch as be apt to ſtir up the dul mind 
of man to the remembrance of his 
duty to God, by ſome notable and 
ſpecial fiznification,whereby he might 
be edified. Furthermore , the moſt 
weighty cauſe of the aboliſhment of 
certain Ceremonies was , That they 
were ſo far abuſed , partly by the ſu- 
 perſtitious blindneſs of the rude and. 
unſcarned , and partly by the unſati- 
able avarice of ſuch as ſought more 
their own” lucre, than the gloty of 
GoJ, that the abnſcs could nor well 
be taken away, the thing remaining 
ſill. OO 

But nowas concerning thoſe per- 
ſons, which peradycnture will be of- 
fended, for that ſome of the old Ceres 
monies are retained ſtill :; Tf rhey con- 

ſider, that without ſome Ceremonies 

It 18 not poſſible to keep any Order,or 
quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they 
ſhall eafily perceive juſt cauſe to reform 
their judgements. And if they think 

much, that any of the 024 do remain, 

and would rather have all deviſed a- 

new ; Then ſuch mengranting ſome 

Ceremonies convenient to be had, 

ſurely where the old may be vell uſed,

there they cannot reaſonably reprove 
the old only for their age, withour be- 


wraying of their own folly. For in | 
ſuch a caſe they ought rather to have | 
reverence urito them for their antiqui- | 


ty, if they will declare themſelves to 
be more Aludious of unity and con- 
cord, than of innovations and-new- 
fangleneſs, which (as much as may 
be with true ſetting forth of Chriſts 
Religion ) is always to be eſchewed, 
Furthermore, ſuch ſhall have no juſt 
cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved 
to be oftende#, For as thoſe arc takefi 
away which were moſt abuſed,and did 
burden mens conſciences without any 


caule 3 fo the other that remain, arg ! 
retained for a Dilcipline and Order, | 
which (upon juſt cauſes) may be al- | 
tered and changed, and therefore are : 
not to be eſteemed equal with Gods | 
Law. And moreover, they be neither ' 
dark nor dumb Ceremonies, - but are | 


ſo ſet forth, that every mani may un- 
derſtand what they do mean; and to 


what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is- 


not like that they in time to cone

miniſtry. And almoſt all things are 
by the law purged with bloud; and 
without ſhedding of bloud is no remil- 
ſion. It was therefore neceflary that the 
patterns of things in the heavens 
ſhould be purified with theſe 5 but the 
heavenly things themſelves with ber- 
ter ſacrifices than theſe. For Chritt is 
Not entred into the holy places made 
-with hands, which are the figures of 
the true, but into heaven it elf, now 
to appear in the' preſence of God for 
'us ; Nor yet that he ſhould offer himfelf 
often, as the high prieſt entreth into 
the holy place every year with bloud 
of others : for then mult he often have 
ſuffered fince the 'foundation of the 
world ; but now once in the end of the 
world, hath he appeared to put away 
fin by the ſacrifice of himiclf. And 
as it iS appointed unto men once to Wie, 
but after this the judgement: ſo Chriſt 
was once offered to bear the fins of 
many ; and unto them that look for 
him, fhall he appear the iecond time 
without fin unto ſalvation.
